A CONTEST CASE TO COME UP. 

The contested election case of Smith vs. 
Jackson, from West Virginia, will come up 
in the house on Wednesday next.

if it be possible. Of course, the republicans 
will yote together and unless dilatory tac- 
ticts are resorted to on the part 
of the democrats, Jackson will lose his 
seat. Itis probable, however, that the dem- 
ocrats will refuse to vote, making a republican 
quoram a necessity. What the speaker will 
doin this event is doubtfal, although it is be- 
lieved he will exhibit his dictatorial powers. 
The contest is looked forward to with interest 
by both parties. 
NEGROES CONGRATULATING INGALLS. 

Delegation after delegation of negroes called 
upon Senator Ingalls today to thank him for 
“the ableand patriotic speech @clivered by 
him yesterday.’’ Senator Ingalls replied to 
each one that he would hardly have been so 
patient as the negroes had been under like 
conditions. He, however, followed his 
Statement by urging them to be 
patient; with patience, he felt 
sure, they would win. The speech seems to 
have affected the negroes deeply, and among 
those here from the south seeking office, there 
seems to be a feeling that the speech meant the 
negroes should demand their rights even 
though they resort force, and in such an event 
they would have the administration with them. 
The effect of the speech on them is indeed 
bad.

SENATOR VEST WILL REPLY. 

Since Mr. Ingalls delivered his speech on 
the race question yesterday, the democratic 
senators have held an informal caucus and 
conchiled some reply was fitting.

The 
senator from Missour is perhaps the most 
effective orator on the democratic side in the 
senate and a logical and convincing speech 
exposing Mr. Ingalls’s misleading statements 
is expected from him in a few days. 

ATHENS WANTS A FEDERAL COURT. 

Mr. Carlton has received a large numberof 
letters from the various countries in his disrrict, 
urging that he push his bill for the establish- 
ment of a federal court at Athens. The bill 
has been reported favorably, and will probably 
go through at an early day. It will create the 
eastern division of the northern judicial dis- 
trict, which takesin the counties of Clarke, 
Elbert, Franklin, Oglethorpe, Greene, Hart, 
‘Morgan, Madison, Oconee, Walton, Jackson, 
Banks. Habersham, Rabun, Towns, Union, 
and White. The passage of this bill is quite 
certain to give Athens a public building in the 
near future. 

There is a bill now pending. to give each 
town inthe country of ten thousand inhab- 
itauts 2 publie ballding. The majority oi 
meinbers favor thisy butin the event it fails, 
Mr. Carlton will introduce a separate bill for a 
building at Athens. rc. W.8B 


A DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 


The New Code of Rules Discussed and Ob- 
jections Stated. 

WasurxGcTon, January 24.—The democratic 
members of the house were in caucus for two 
hours tonight, with Mr. Holman in the chair. The 
subject under discussion was the new code of 
rules now in course of preparation by the com- 
mittee on rules. Mr. Carlisle, democratic member 
of that committee, explained in detail the nature 
of the principal changes proposed to be made in 
the old cede. Briefly stated, those that were in- 
stanced by Mr. Carlisle as being particularly ob- 
jectionable to the democratic minority were rules 
that do away with the old house calendar, leaving 
only the calendars of the committee of the whole 
and on the state of the union; that make one hun- 
dred a quorum of the whole ; that re-establish the 
old morning hour rule, when business must be 
considered in order of the committee list and bills 
must be regarded as pending until disposed of, 
and that fail to make privilleged motions to ad- 
joun to fixed day or take recess. There was a long 
df* ussion over the proposed changes, which failed 
toresult in the advancement of any practical 
acheme for the amelioration of the repugnant 
features of the new rules. 


A Dull Day in the House. 

WASHINGTON, January 24.—The house went into 
committee of the whole (Mr.Burrows,of Michigan, 
in the chair) for the further consideration of the 
customs administrative bill. 

The pending amendment was that offered by 
Mr. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, to section 15. Pro- 
Viding that during the pending of any contro- 
versy or litigation about the amount of duty to be 
paid by any owner, agent, importer cr consignee 
on any imported merchandise. ane 

The merchandise in question shall remain in a 
government warehouse, under control of the sec- 
retary of the treasury, and in all actions brought 
against the collector of customs by the owners, 
agents, importers or consignees, the plaintiff shail 
he required-to prove before he can recover, that 
Bad herehaadine at the time of its sale is in cus- 
tody of the government. 

Mr. Millis favored this améndment while Messrs. 
Carlisle, Flower and prema ge, tebe Of the 
republicans, Mr. McKenna, of California, favored 
ihe amendment,and Mr. Adams, of Illinois, and 
Mr. Candler, of Massachusetts, opposed it. 

On motion of Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky 
an amendment to section19, was adopted, 107 to 
104, provtding that this section shall not apply to 
mercbhangise imported in cartoons, cases, crates, 
boxes, sacks and other covering, which is subject 
to rate of duty equal to or greater than sixty per 
cent. 

The committee then rose, house then at 445 ad- 
fourned. 


Will Build Great Ships, 

WASHINGTON, January 24.--The senate commit- 
tec on naval affairs held a meeting today, at 
which, after considerable discussion, the com- 
mittee decided upon the policy which will govern 
ft during this congress in the work of building up 
the navy. ‘This is, in brief, that great line-ot- 
battle ships like the English Ben Bow should be 
constructed at once. Chandler and McPherson, 
however, are not in accord with the decision 
reached, and majority and minority reports will 
be submitted to the senate. 3

CLEVELAND TO THE TAILORS.

fie Writes Them How Tariff Reform Di- 
rectly Affects Them. 

CHicaGco, January 24.—A letter from ex-Presi- 
dent Grover Cieveland was read today at the con- 
cluding session of the custom cutters’ national 
convention. The full text was.as follows: 

“G. H. Huntoon, Esq., President—Dear Sir: I 
thank you for sending me your address made at 
the convention of the custom foreman tailors’ as- 
sociation, and I have read the same with interest. 
The question of tariff reform directly 
affects al! the people of the land 
in a sénbstantial way, and they onght 
to Le interested in the discussion. I am afraid 
that a great many of our fellow-citizens are too 
apt to regard this as a political question, intricate 
and complex, affecting them in a remote way, and 
one which may well enongh be left for politicians 
to wrangie over. This induces a neglect of 
the subject on the part of a great nuin- 
ber of our people ok willingness to  blind- 
ly follow the party to which they happen to 
belong, in their action upon it. Itis a good sign 
to see practical men, such as belong to your as- 
sociation, discussing questions for gthemselves. 
if this is done intelligently, and with the sincere 
intent to secure truth, tariff reformers, I think, 
have no need to fear the result of such discussion.

Nashville’s Dummy Lines. 

NASHVILLE; Tenn., January 24.—{Special!.]—It is 
understood tonight that the West. Nashville 
dummy line will, in the morning, pass into the 
hands of Dr. William Morris. This gentleman 
already owns the Overland dummy line, running 
out on Front and Brvad streets, then in a south- 
erly direction, “and will connect this with the 
road that he will purchase tomorrow, and form a 
beit Hne around tlie city. 

The Decatur, Chesapeake and New Orleans rail- 
road has been negotiating with Dr. Morrow for 
several days, for an entrance into Nashville over 
his dummy line, and his intended purchase may 
mean that he will insure this railroad passage 
through the city. 

It is expected that the Capital Electric Light 
company willabsorb the Nashville Lighting and 
Power company tomorrow. The latter is the older 
company, and negotiations between the two have 
been pending some time. 


How White Was Captured. 

LAREDO, Tex., January 24.—J. E. White, form- 
erly an express agent of the United States express 
company, running between Chattanooga, Tenn.,: 
and New Orleans, who was accused of being im- 
plicated, with others, in the stealing of baggage 
irom the Queen and Crescent railroad company, 
and who escaped to Mexico, was arrested at the 
Hotel Hamilton, in Laredo, this morning by 
Sheriff Sanchez. White was held for a requisition 
from the governor of Mississippi. e real 
name of White is said to be Latner, by which 
name he was known when employed as an express 
messenger. Itis reported that after all other 
schemes had failed, White was induced to return 
to the United states by tempting offers of invest- 
ment in Laredo real estate. 


Ran Into the Train. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., January 24.—[{Special.J— 
Willie Young, the twelve-year-old son of a farmer 
living near Viola, Blount county, was killed last 
night in a peculiar manner. He was in the habit 
of riding a fine young horse that was afraid of a 
train. He would force the anima! as near a pas- 
sing train as possible, trying to teach him not to 
he afraidof them. Last evening, while a freight 
trainonthe Birmingham Mineral railroad was 
assing his father’s house, the boy mounted his 
1orse and urged the animal towards the track with 
whipandspur. The horse, goadded by the lash, 
dashed ahead andran against the moving train 
with terrible force. Both horse and rider were 
instantly killed, the boy’s neck being. broken and 
his head crushed.

Found Dead inthe Laundry. 

BINGHAMTON, N.Y., January 24.—Two Chinamen 
named Yee Lee and Sing Lee, for abouttwo years 
past have conducted a laundry on one of the lead- 
ing business streets. Today a railroad man had 
occassion to call at the laundry and was horrified 
to discover the dead body of one of the Chinamen, 
and that of a woman named Mamie Sweeney, ly- 
ing close together on the fioor. Bending over one 
of the tables was the body of the other Chinamen 
also dead. The Sweeney woman has parents 
living at Olyphant, Pa., and foratime resided in 
Seranton. tis the opinion of physicians that 
death was caused by the inhalation of chlorine 
gas generated in some way from the washing 
materials. The woman was about twenty-one 
years of age. 


Barnes Under Bond. 

OPELIKA, Ala., January 24.—{Special.]—Mr. 
Reed B. Barnes, who shot Mr. Lon Carroll here 
yesterday, had his preliminary trial postponed 
until Monday next. Mr. Barnes is now under a 
two thousand five hundred dollar bond for his ap- 
pearance on Monday. Every attorney in the city 
has been employed by the defense, and the prose- 
cutors will have to look eisewhere for legal as- 
sistance. The wife and a brother of the deceased 
came inearly this morning and had the body 
earried to Gold Hill for burial. The unanimous 
voice of allseem to think Mr. Barnes perfectly 
justifiable in defending himself as he did, and 
everybody seems to be of the opinion tbat the law 
will fully exonerate Mr. Barnes.

A Suicide in Birmingham. 

SIRMINGHAM, Ala., January 24.—[Special.]—N. 
W. Haniilton, chief clerk in the’ wholesale book 
and stationery store of Lyman and Stone, com- 
mitted suicide in a room at the Caldwell hotel, at 
30’ clock this morning by shooting himself through 
the heart with a pistol. No cause is known for the 
act. Hamilton was a popular young man, only 
twenty-two years of age, and held an excellent 
position. Ilis accounts were found correct. He 
closed the store late last night, and going to the 
hotel engaged a room. About 3 o’clock a shot was 
heard in the room, and when it was entered, Ham- 
ilton lay across the bed with a bullet through his 
heart, andthe pistol still clutched in his hand. 
He jest a note to a brother, but gave no reason for 
his rash deed. 


Another Premature Blast. 

RALEIGH, N. C., January 24.—[{Special.j—An- 
other fatal explosion has occurred in Wilkes 
county, where a branch of the Richmond and 
Danville railway is under construction. The fore- 
man, named Eller, was preparing a blast of five 
kegs of powder, when it nie Nay Several men 
were at work in the cut under the blast, and it 
turned the top of the cut upon them, covering five 
and partially covering others. Three of those 
covered were dead when taken out; the other two 
were still alive. The killed were negroes. The 
foreman was thrown some distance by the explo- 
sion; the others received injuries, but not very 
serious. 


He Robbed “Old Hutch.” 

CuicaGco, January 24.—B. P. Hutchinson, known 
as “Old Hutch,” board of trade speculator, has 
been victimized by his settling clerk, acting in 
collusion witli a clerk of W. P. Dickinson & Co., 
another firm, whose oftiee is on the same fioor 
with Hutchinson. Rumor places the amount 
variously from $25,000 to $40,000, but Hutchinson 
treats the matter as trifling, and says it is only a 
matter of a few thouaand dollars. Dickinson was 
also robbed by his clerk, placed at $7,000. Both 
clerks were capable and trusted, and had the 
entire management of the business. Doth have 
gone to Canada.

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CORA IN COURT. 


A BEAUTIFUL ‘WOMAN CHARGED 
WITH AN AWFUL CRIME. 


THE EVIDENCE STRONGAGAINST HER 


She Is Charged with Chloroforming Her 
Husband in Order to Get His Money— 
The Story of Her Marriage. 


Wentworth, N.C., January 24.+-[Special.] 
—The trial of Mrs. Cora May Seales Morris 
began at Wentworth today. Mrs, Morris is 
charged with having caused the death of her 
husband by chloroform, August 10/3889. 

There was a large crowd of people, many very 
prominent ones, in attendance upon the begin- 
ning of the trial of the state agai Mrs. Cora 
May Morris, the pretty young woman charged 
with chloroforming her husband; last 
August. At five minutes before o’ clock, 
Judge Meriman walked into the @Ourt-room, 
and in a few seconds a fine phaeton, drawn by 
two black horses,drove'upin front of the oourt~ 
house, and Mrs. Morris, the fair defendant, 
alighted. She was accompanied By some of 
her relatives, and at the courth door was 
joined by her attorneys, Messrs 
Melane & Scott and R. B. Gilenny 
who escorted her into the court-room, ; 
Mrs Morris has almost completely reco¥ered 
from the terrible shock given her by being 


arrested on so serious a charge, and today she 
looks like she 


was enjoying 
robust health.

As a special! vinire*of 150 men had been sum- 
moned, out of these twelve were at last found 
who had not expressed an opinion in the case 
and were not otherwise objectionable. 

It was 1:40 p.m., when the jury was com- 
pleted, and then the court took recess, for 
dinner. Promptly at 3 o’clock, it. geconvened, 
and at once got down to business. | 

EXAMINING THE WITNESS. 

Martha Williamson, the colored cook, was 
the first witness examined. She testified that 
on the morning 
of August 19, 
1889, she went 
to Mr. Morris’s 
room, and that 
he was lying on 
the bed with his 
hands folded 
across his breast 
as if dead. A 
handkerchief 
was spread 
over his face, 
and an empty 
chloroform bot- 
tle was near 
the bed. She 
told Mrs. Mor- 
ris that her MR. MORRIS. 
husband was dead, and she told her to go on 
about her business. Said she was a fool. 

Charles Fetzer, a Reidsville druggist, testi- 
fied that he received a note on Sunday night, 
the 18th of August, 1889, saying: 

‘‘Send two ounces of chloroform and charge 
to Mr. Morris.’’ Mr. Fetzer sent the chlora- 
form as requested. 

C. M. Goode, who was the first white person 
te go into Mr. Morris’s room after his death, 
was put on the witness stand. He said Mrs. 
Morris did not want him to gointo Mr, Mor- 
ris’s room, saying he was not dead, but sleep- 
ing. 

At 7:50 court adjourned until tomorrow 
morning. Messrs. Reid & Reid and Boyd & 
Johnson are assisting Solicitor Settle in the 
prosecution, but, in spite of this, there seems 
to be a prevaillng sentiment that the prisoner 
willnot be convicted. 

TOO PRETTY TO CONVICT. ~ 

A prominent citizen today remarked to your 
correspondent that, guilty or not guilty, no 
North Carolina jury would ever convict so 
pretty a woman as the defendant in this case. 

Mrs. Morris seems to hold up remarkably 
well, but realizes her serious position. The 
case will consume some days of next week. It 
is attracting wide-spread interest. 

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

Miss Cora May Morris is now twenty-one 
vears of age, of small figure, splendidly 
formed, a full blonde, regular features, singu- 
lar, refined expression, butat the same time 
betraying vivacity and dash always character- 
istic. Sheis very graceful, and admitted by 
all as being the prettiest woman in this sec- 
tion. She is just the kind of a woman thata 
man will turn and look at twice on the street, 
or wherever he might see her. She was the 
belle of Rockingham county, and her rela- 
tives idolized her, and lavished upon 
her all that she could wish. 
She was educated at the best colleges in the 
state and graduated with high honors. David 
E. Morris, the man she now stands accused of 
murdering, was a wealthy, homely old bachelor 
of forty-five, and well-known throughout this 
state. Since Cora was achild and frolicked 
about his store at Reidsville, he has loved her. 
As the girl grew older. his infatuation for her 
grew stronger. But Mr. Morris was not Cora’s 
ideal ofa man. He was of avery quiet, easy 
disposition, pious and very careless in his dress, 
possessing no ‘‘dudeish”’ proclivities whatever. 

‘or a long time Cora regarded him as a friend, 
but when he i me to her, she was greatly 
surprised, and scorned the idea of ever becom- 
ing his wife. But he had __ secured 
the infinence of her relatives and 
continued in hopes. As the beginning of 1888 
Mr. Morris took up his abode at Mr. Scales’s 
home, and heaven and earth were moved to 
win Cora over to the rich bachelor. 

SHE DECIDES TO ACCEPT HIM. 

At last the girl yielded to the pressure and 
the marriage was announced. It took place at 
the bride’s residence on the 12th of December, 
1888, and congratulations and princely gifts 
showéred in upon the supposed happy couple. 
But it was nota happy marriage. Cora 
told Mr. Morris that she did not love him, and 
never could, and she would only marry him to 
satisfy her relatives. But Mr. Morris only 
laughed at this, and told her that he 
knew she would love him some day. “ButlI 
wont,’ the pretty young woman replied, “I 
can’t, and I neyer will love you.” After the 
marriage ceremony had been performed; the 
bride broke down, crying bitterly. She re- 
fused most emphatically to go on a bridal tour, 
and spoke but few words to her newly made 
husband. When the hour to retire for the 
night arrived, Mr. Morris was shown into the 
bed-chamber, and as he entered his wife 
screamed for him to “go back,’ andas he de- 
clined to do this, she jumped out of the bed 
and went to another room, where she remained 
during the night, and at the breakfast table 
the next morning, she demanded that the - 
cu entirely separate apartments, an 
that mpanet they lived up to the time of her 
husband’s death.

HE MAKES HIS WILL. 
On August 9, 1889, Mrs. Morris told her 
husband that if he would make his will and 
place all his prope?ty in her favor, and insure 
his life for $10,000, that, beginning with 
tember I, 1889, she would | ~p new life, 
and be to him a loving and faithful wife in 
every respect. Mr. Morris at once made his 
will as requested, and took out the 
required policy with the Mutual 
Benefit Life Insurance company of 
Newark, N. J., and on Friday, August 16th, 
he delivered to her the policy. Three days 
later, Monday morning, August 19th, Mr. 
Morris was found dead in his bed with a hand- 
kerchief thoroughly saturated with chloro- 
form over his face. Liddy Williams, the cook, 
was the first to discover that Mr. Morris was 
dead and when she told Mrs. Morris, she told 
her to go on about her business. Liddy, how- 
éver, told Sam Wall and he went and spread 
the news around town. Several warm friends 
of Mr. Morris went to inquire about the re- 
port, but his wife told them it was false and 
er husband was only resting. The coroner 
retnrned a yerdict that deceased came to his 
death from chloroform administered by his 
wife, and she was then placed under arrest... 


ELLISON MOUNTS’S STORY. 


He Says the Hatfields Made Him Commit 
the Crime for Which He Is to Die. 

LOUISVILLE, January 24.—Ellison Mounts, 
one of the Hatfield gang who is in jail at Pike- 
ville, Ky., under sentence of death for the 
murder of Alforetta MeCoy, has sent this letter 
in his own handwriting to the editor of the 
Evening Times of this city: 

‘‘PIREVILLE JAIL, January 17.—To the Edi- 
tor: Tam Ellison Mounts, whois to be hanged 
at Pikeville on February 18th. I was born in 
Logan county, W. Va., in 1865. WhenI was 
nine years of age my mother married, and her 
husband was so mean to me I could not stay 
at home. With no one to care for me, I wan- 
dered about, sleeping in barns, and managing 

live by food I begged from the 
people. Then the Hatfields tock me up, and, 
while they were not kinder than my people, I 
was afraid to leave them. Naturally lazy 
themselves, the work had to be done by some 
one, and I did it. Even then they cuffed and 
kicked me about asif I wasa dog. Nota cent 
of pay did I get. I knew no one but the 
Hatfields. They gave me no schooling, and 
it was not until I was arrested and put in jail 
that I learned to write. The Hatfields threat- 
ened to kill me when I talked of going away, 
and besides I had no friends to go to, and no 
one to advise me. I was driven to do what I 
am here for. WhenTIasked them for help 
they would answer, ‘We don’t have dogs and 
work ourselves.’ 

‘‘Now I am to be hanged for what I wasmade 
todo. These men arenow free and running 
at large trying to get some other boy to do 
something that is not right; for Godin heaven 
knows that they made me go with them. I 
was raised up among them, with neither 
father nor friends to help me, for 
was ‘nack black,’ because my .» mother 
did not marry until I was nine years 
old.

_ do it dre free and. I amto be hanged: 

“Tt was in Pike county, in the fall of 1887, 
and James Vance came and arrested me: I 
was taken by him td the Hatfields and niade 
to stay and work. I was afraid to leave, be- 
cause they said they would kill meif I did so. 
At last I slipped off and went to my mother’s, 
and went to work. Then they came 
with guns and made me _.— go © back. 
This was four days before the crime 
was committed. I did not want to 
hurt these people for they had not injured 
me, but I had to goor die, because the Hat- 
fields said they would kill me or any one else 
who went back on them. Thus I was dragged 
about all my life, and if I had been given a 
chance to get my witnesses, I could have 
proven what I have told you. 

“IT had no money, nor any one.to look after 
my interests. Now there is nothing for me to 
do to save my life, and I must die for a crime 
those devils foreed me to commit. The people 
may not think I am telling the truth. I can- 
not write what I want to, because I do not 
know how, but if I could see you, I 
would make it all plain. After I left 
twice, Captain Hatfield told me that if I left 
any more, when he found me he would kill 
me. A good man would not have treated a 
dog as they did me.’’ 

The murder of the McCoy girl was one of 
the most atrocious ever committed, and has 

been fully detailed. 


NATURAL GAS EXPLOSION. 


Six Persons Killed, Twenty Wounded and 
Two Houses Demolished. 

CoL_umBers, O., January 24.—An explosion of 
natural gas occurred this afternoon ina dwelling 
corner of Wall and Nobile alleys, in the middle of 
the square bounded by High and Front and Main 
and Mound streets, demolishing the building in 
which it occurred and another on the opposite 
side of the alley. An alarm of fire a 
few minutes before had filled both 
alleys with people, and fivying bricks and 
timbers worked great havoc among these. Six 
people were killed, two of them babies, and 
twenty-seven more or less injured, some of whom 
will die. A number of people who were in the 
buildings destroyed were badly burned, in addi- 
tion to their other injuries. The extraordinary 
number of casualties was due to the fact that an 
explosion of some kind inside of one of the build- 
ings, had injured some of the inmates. 
The sound of the explosion, the alarm of fire, and 
the cries of pain from within the building has 
quickly caused the alleys to pack with people from 
the neighboring streets, who were crowded close 
to the walls of both houses. The second explo- 
sion was of sufficient force to demolish the two 
houses and the flames burst forth on the people 
in the alley, at the same time they were covered 
with wreckage. No cause 1s known, but it is sur- 
mised that natural gas had accumulated in the 
cellar of one of the nouses, which accidentally 
ignited. 
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THE SHERIFF DROPPED, TOO. 


An Accident at a Hanging in Montgomery 
Yesterday. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., January 24.—Green Brax- 
ton, a negro murderer, was hanged in the county 
jail here today for the murder of Lewis Pugh, an 
aged white farmer, in this county,in May last 
year. The drop was sprung at eight minutes past 
12 o'clock, and Braxton was pronounced dead and 
was cut down in twenty minutes, death ensuing 
from strangulation. The drop was sprung before 
the black cap had been put on, and Deputy Sheriff 
Charlies E. Parkes fell with the negro. The deputy 
was painfully hurt by the fall to the iron floor. 
Lewis Pugh, who was murdered, was a weil-te-do 
farmer, and was murdered for his money. He was 
assassinated at his home in the southern part of 
this county, being shot down in his bed-reoom. A 
little grandson, who was with him was aleo shot, 
but recovered from his wounds and was the main 
witness in the trial.

Cannon Will Boom on the Arrival of the 
Train—And Accurate Time Will Be 
Noted—Miss Bisiand on the Ocean. 


NELLY BLY 


New Yorxk, January 25.—12:30 a. m.— 
[Special.]}—Nellie Bly will have completed 
her flying trip around the world at 3:52 
o’clock this afternoon, if the Pennsylvania 
railroad train on which she is a passenger is on 
time. The moment her feet touch the depot 
platform in Jersey City, all New York will 
know it. Ten guns will boom a_ thunderous 
welcome from Battery park, and at the same 
instant ten guns will roara salute from Fort 
Greene park, Brooklyn. The timers will stop 
their watches, and for the first time in the 
history of the world there will be recorded the 
circumnavigation of the earth by a 
woman without guide, escort or attendant. 

NOTICE OF ARRIVAL WILL BE GIVEN. 

To extend this robust greeting to’its repre- 
sentatives, and give instantaneous notice 
thereof to the metropolis and its contiguous ter- 
ritory, the World has enlisted the services of 
the Western Union Telegraph company. Su- 
perintendent Humstone has arranged to con- 
nect the Battery and Fort Greene park with 
the Pennsylvania railway depot at Jersey City 
‘by wires. The circuit will be kept idle from 
the minute the train carrying Miss Bly passes 
Market street station, Newark. An expert 
operator will be stationed with an instrument 
in Jersey City within sight of the 
track on which the train will enter the depot. 
Another operator will be in waiting in the 
ship news office at the battery. pposite 
Fort Green park, Brooklyn, a Western Union 
wire at that point will be tapped, and will be 
connected with the instrument by what, in 
telegraphic parlance, is termed a “‘loop.”’ 

THE SIGNAL WILL BE GIVEN. 

When the train comes to a dead standstill 
the globe girdler will alight.

Colder Weather Has Made the Markets Hor@® 
Active. 
New Yorx, January 4H,—R. G. Dun & Cos 
weekly review of trade says: Business hada de- 
cidediy more favorable appearance. Colder 
weather has brought a general increase of activity 
and improvement in collections. The heavy dis- 
bursement by the treasury for bonds have brought 
easier money markets, and several troublesome 
labor controversies have been adjusted. The pre- 
vailing sickness, though seriously interrupting 
trade and industry in many quarters, is distinctly 
abating atthe east. Speculation is still restricted 
and moderate in yolume, while pa) ments 
psig wh banks show a steady increase 
over last year’s records, comp ively « 
chief cities, but exceeding twelve ph a 


nts. 

The official statement of the Iron and Stee! assé- 
ciation 1s particularly gratifving, becanse it shevws 
that contrary to the seneral impression, unsoll 
stocks in the hands of makers, and the warram 
company did not increase during 1289, but actualy 
decreased 16,300 tons. The production was 7,064,- 
525 tons against 6,489,738 in the previous vear. 
Adding imports the total comsumption of pig irom 
in this country will probably prove to have beem 
about 7,750,000 tons, against 6.6883,744in 188%. A 
gain of more than a million tens in the year over 
the largest consuinption ever previously knowr, 
fairly explains the advan ing prices in the face of 
the unprecedented production.

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A LARGE DRY DOCK 


i ee to 


WO BE CONSTRUCTED AT SAVANNAH 
SHORTLY. : 


Wew York Men Perfecting Arrangements to 
Build a Half Million Dry Dock Suitabie for 
All Vessels. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., January 24.—[Special.J—A 
anovement is on foot to constructa half million 
dollar dry dock on Hutchinson island, where 
the old dry deck stood. The Simpson Broth- 
ers, of New York, were in the city several 
days examining the proposed site. They have 
gone back north to make plans and figure up 
the cost of a dock suitable for the commerce 
which comes here. .The Messrs. Simpson are 
the largest dry dock builders on the Atlantie 
coast. They do the government 
and: have built docks all along 
the Atlantic coast of the United 
States and Canada. From Norfolk to 
New Orleans the coast is withouta dry dock. 
If one is constracted here, it is believed that it 
will pay handsomely. The fresh water is an 
inducement alone which would draw vessels 
far out of their course to a dock here. At 
New Orleans the port charges are so high that 
vessels in the culf trade would come to Savan- 
mah rather than go there. Vessels should go 
in a dry dock twice a year, and owners say 
that it pays to have theirships cleaned up that 


often. 
IT WOULD PAY WELL. 


Savannah’s shipping trade alone would fur- 
mish a heavy and steady business for a dock, 
and Fernandina, Brunswick, Darien and 
Charleston would swell it to great propor- 
tions. The old dry dock, which was built 
about twenty years ago, and was abandoned 
Bix years ago, belongs to Captain James K. 
Clark. The dock was faultily constructed in 
the first place. When it became, through age, 
wusafe for further use so much capital was 
required to rebuild it that the owner, who had 
a large lumber business to attend to, did not 
take any steps to restore it. Now several cap- 
italists are on the point of forming a company 
and constructing a giant dock. 
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DESTROYING THE PINES. 


Ravagesof the Black-Head Bug in the Tur- 
pentine Forests, 

SAVANNAH, Ga., January 24.—{Special.)—The 
turpentine and rosin manufacturers are sorely 
troubled in spirit again. Barely had they recov- 
ered from the annoyance and actual Joss caused by 
the short supply of axes in the United States, 
when the dreaded black-head bug, or worm, ap- 
peared in the forests. The winter has been so 
mild that the bugs have increased to an extent 
beyond anything the oldest farmers recollect. 
The bugs are heard from in allthe turpentine 
counties, where they are killing pine trees at an 
alarming rate. 

Starting on a blazed spot of a tree, the 
bug worksin under the bark, and then girdles 
the trunk. The presence of the pest is not discov- 
ered until the borings, like those a white-headed 
bumble makes in a soft board, are foundin the 
tree. A dozen bugs are enough to blight a tree. 
They eat their way through the sap, right around 
the body of the tree. First, the flow of sap is de- 
creased, and then death follows to the pine when 
the sap cannot get up tothe upper part of the 

The statement that forests are really being 
killed, and that the crop of naval stores will be re- 
qduced considerably by the ravages of the bugs, 
sounds like a Munchausen story, but factors and 
farmers declare that they are not exagerating 
the situation. 

All of the factors on the bay are in aimost daily 
receipt of letters from the farmers, complaining 
of the damage which is being done. Nothing has 
been suggested to stop the ravages of the insect. 
Every year the bugs appear in the woods, but the 
colder the winter the less the damage. This win- 
ter has been without a freeze to kill the pest. It 
is a familiar part of country lore that if one pine 
is cut down or blown down across another, and is 
allowed to lie in that position without being cut 
np, the bugs will startin the fallen tree and eat 
from it tothe other, and then go through the 
woods far and wide, sparing no variety of tree. 
Every one in the pine belt remembers how bad 
the bug was inthe winter of 1881-82. 

That was the winter after the great hurricane 
of August, 1881, which blew down so many trees 

the forests. The trees were crushed and 
crossed inthe woods, and the theory is that the 
bugs did eat frem tree to tree for miles. No 
doubt they wonld have worked their way entirely 
across the state had not a freeze late in the winter 
killed them out pretty well.

THE PEOPLE OF MACON DELIGHTED 
OVER THEI NEWS 


That Navigation on the Ocmulgee Is to Be 
Extended—The Land Improvement Com- 
pany—Macon News. 

Macon, January 24.—-[Special.]—Tue Con- 
STITUTION has published from time to time in 
the Macon !etter the progress made in the 
effort to have the Ocmulgee river opened for 
navigation from Macon to Hawkinsville. The 
board of trade some time ago appointed a com- 
mittee, composed of Messrs. R. M. Rogers and 
George T. Harris, to take charge of the mat- 
ter and bring it to the attention of the govern- 


ment and congress. 


A survey of the river,: from Macon to Haw- 
kinsville, was made several months since by 
United States engineers,and they made a 
very favorable report to the authorities at 
Washington, and stated that the stream could 
be inade navigable to Hawkinsville at a 
comparatively small cost. At the recent ses- 
sion of the legislature, Senator Bartlett 
had a bill passed making Macon the head of 
navigation instead of Hawkinsville. The 
committee interested Congressman Blouut in 
the matter, and he has rendered valuable aid 
in advancing the question to its present en- 
couraging stage. Overthe river are several 
bridges, which are so low that it would be im- 
possible for boats to pass under them. These 
obstacles will be removed, as the following 
communication received this morning by the 
comuittee, show:

FROM WHICH SHAVINGS OF WOOD 
_ AND IRON FALL, 


Atlanta Is to Have Boiler Making Shops as 
Well as the New Car Works—A New Ice 
Mill Probable. 


Two young Chattanoogians, with pleasant, 
manly faces, square shoulders, broad chests 
and strong, hard muscles, are stopping at the 
Whitehall hotel. 

‘They are John W. King and George Stahle. 
And they are here to start a boiler factory. 
Ground will be broken for thé buildings next 

Monday morning. 

Both gentlemen are trained boiler-makers, 
and between them they have the money with 
which to erect their buildings, supply their 
machinery and stock and start to work. 

They have already bought their ground. 

Messrs. King and Stahle have lived in Chat- 
tanooga for years, where they have worked at 
their trade. They were both expert workmen, 
sober and economical in their habits, and 
during that time have saved nearly $15,000. 

With this money they add another industry 
to Atlanta. 

Several days ago they reached Atlanta, and 
after looking around carefully decided they 
had found the place for which they were look- 
ing. Then they began searching for a site, and 
yesterday morning closed a trade with Colonel 
George W. Adair, the Wall street real estate 
agent, for a quarter of an acre of ground. 

The land is near the Brosius buildings. 

Today they will make arrangements for their 
buildings, and within the next sixty days will 
be turning out boilers bearing the Atlanta 
trademark. Both of the gentlemen are well 
educated and will be a valuable addition to 
Atlanta. They are both men of families and 
will be joined by their wives next week. Last 
night Mr. King said: 

“We both know our work thoroughly and 
know that we will soon have a_ fine trade. 
We both worked in Chattanooga, but we were 
not satisfied to locate there.”’ 

“And came to Atlanta ?’’ 

“Yes. After we decided to begin making 
boilers on our own hook we commenced look- 
ing around for a location. Nashville, Birm- 
ingham, Anniston, Florence and Atlanta, 
to say nothing of Chattanooga, all presented 
advantages, and we were slow in arriving at a 
conclusion. Atlanta, however, presented 
more advantanges than any of the places, and 
we are coming here.”’ 

‘‘How many men will you work ?”’ 

‘When we begin we will have about twenty- 
five men, at least that many, but we hope to 
see work improve enough to increase the force 
rapidly. They are nearly all skilled men, too, 
and will be good citizens.’’ 

‘*How large are your buildings ?”’ 

‘We will begin work on Monday, and that 
building will be about 45x80, without the en- 
gine rooms and boiler rooms. Since we came 
to Atlanta we have looked over the 
field carefully and thoroughly, and 
we are more than satisfied 
that we have struck the right place. The 
city is a live one, well known everywhere and 
is improving more rapidly than any place in 
the south. In fact, we think that the name 
on our work will add materially to our shops.’’ 


A NEW ICE FACTORY. 


There Is a Strong Probability That Atlanta 
Will Have Another Ice Mill. 


Atlanta will probably have another ice mill. 

Mr. D. B. Jones, of the John Ring Refriger- 
ating and Ice Machine company, of St. Louis, 
is in the city trying to locate a plant. 

Mr. Jones will appear before the committee 
of five from the chamber of commerce this 
morning and present his case. Then, if the 
committee.considers his plans feasible, the 
gentleman will begin work at once. The Ring 
company has put in ice mills al over the 
south, and Mr. Jones claims that his ma- 
chinery will produce the ice much cheaper 
than any other system or machinery. 

“There is but one thing,’’ he says, ‘“‘which 
will cost us as much as the other mills.’’ 

‘What is that ?’’ 

“The labor and skilled workmen. It makes 
no difference what machinery is used, the 
company is compelled to hirea day engineer 
and one for thenight, and a day fireman and a 
night firemen. These cost:about the same the 
world over. Then we use less water and our 
ammonia goes further.”’ 

‘‘How much money will it require ?”’ 

“A plant with a capacity of fifty tons a day 
will want about $45,000, and one with a capac- 
ity of twenty-five tons will take about $25,000. 
Of these we will take liberally.”’ 

‘*What are your chances ?’’ 

‘Good, I think. One gentleman, who has 
examined some of our plants, is so thoroughly 
satisfied with what he has seen that he will 
give a site and take its value in stock, or he 
will let the other stockholders select’ the site 
and purchase it, taking the value in stock.’’ 

Will Meet this Morning. 

The committee of five from the chamber of 
commerce was to have met in the Traders’ 
bank building yesterday afternoon, but the 
absence of two members caused an adjourn- 
ment until this morning. 

The car works will then be considered. 

Captain Wylie, chairman of the committee, 
instructed Mr. J. C. Peck to confer with Mr. 
C. K. Maddox about a charter granted the 
Atlanta car works some time ago. The 
charter was granted Mr. Maddox and his asso- 
ciates when they were considering the feasi- 
bility of car works in Atlanta. Another 
charter can easily be obtained, but Captain 
Wylie wants this one beeause its title is the 
Atlanta Car Works company.

Where Ingalls Lives. 

Senator Ingalls advises the southern  peo- 
ple to try the policy of justice as a solution 
of the race problem. 

Doubtless the senator regards republican 
Kansas as a model state. Taking this for 
granted, suppose we take a look at the con- 
dition of the negroes in that commonwealth. 
About ten years ago Kansas received a large 
influx of blacks. Are they satisfied with re- 
publican justice in their new homes? 

it is easy to give the answer, and it speaks 
for itself. We learn from the New York 
Tribune and the Chicago Tribune that the 
Kansas negroes are moving away as fast as 
they can. The movement takes the propor- 
Aions of an exodus. Kansas justice is as 
terrible to the blacks as a plague would be. 
If these people cannot be induced to remain 
in a state where their white neighbors are 
stalwart republicans, and where the ideas of 
Senator Ingalls are generally approved, it is 
evident that there is something wrong some- 
where. 

Again, the senator and his followers must 
have remarked that the negroes who are 
moving by thousands from Virginia and the 
Carolinas are not seeking homes in states 
where republican justice prevails. On the 
contrary, they are going in a steady stream 
to Mississippi, Arkansas. Louisiana and 
Texas, the very states arraigned by the sen- 
tor for the alleged oppression of this race. 

From the casual observer’s point of view, 
it seems that the negroes are so well satisfied 
with the sonthern policy of justice that they 
prefer it to the article administered in Kan- 
sas. It is now in order for Senator Ingalls 
to explain this singular conduct of the peo- 
ple whose cause he champions, and whose 
supposed wrongs have excited his indigna- 
tion.

Ingalls and the Negro Question. 

Senator Ingalls has had his say on the 
negro question, and our Washington tele- 
grams of yesterday embodied a liberal sum- 
mary of his remarks, 

It is apparent from the opening sentences 
of his speech, that he made a sincere effort 
to deal with the question in a large and 
conservative way, but it is equally apparent 
that his prejudice and his partisanship got 
the better of him. 

To say that his speech is disappointing, 
would be going too far, perhaps, and yet the 
Kansas senator missed a great opportunity 
to conform his views to the _ prickings and 
suggestions of patriotism and statesmanship, 
and to strengthen and confirm the conserva- 
tive sentiment of the country that approved 
and applauded the pacific’ utterances of 
Henry W. Grady. 

But Mr. Ingalls is not a statesman. He 
is not only a party man, first, last, and all 
the time, (a mental condition that is to be 
forgiven in a true believer), but he is a. par- 
tisan. He is bitter and he is prejudiced. He 
would rather serve his party than to serve 
the country, and his speech is keyed to.the 
sectional note. If the summary, which we 
printed yesterday is a fair sample of the 
senator's spirit and feeling, nothing that he 
can say will aid in solving the negro _ prob- 
lem—nothing that hecan say will accom- 
plish any good. 

For it may be set down as a fact, ta begin 
with, that those who approach the negro 
question from the political side, will inevita- 
bly get intoa tangle—there is no escape 
from partisanship on one side or the other. 
What profit can it be to Senator Ingalls to 
rise in his place in the senate and obscure 
the whole question by threshing over old 
partisan straw? Why should he persist in 
treating thisimportant problem as a_ party 
issue? Why should he permit himself to be 
so led away by the fury of his argument to 
irritate the evil-disposed of both races jby 


‘speaking of the torch and the dagger? 


There is one fact that Mr. Ingalls seems 
to be entirely ignorant of, and that is that 
the best men of both races in the south are 
doing their best to allay the prejudices and 
soothe the irritation that Mr. Ingalls and his 
party are trying to stir up. Their task 
would be difficult enough under ordinary 
circumstances; why should Mr. Ingalls and 
his party strive to make it more difficult? Is 
their attitude on every question that affects 
the welfare of the country to: be shaped by the 
exigencies of partisanship? If this: is the 
case, if the conservative and fraternal spirit 
of the country which made such an_ over- 
whelming response to the appeals of Mr. 
Grady is to be ignored, then the problem is 
even more serious than the people of the 
south have supposed. 

There is another feature of Mr. Ingalls’s 
speech that is not in touch with the best 
sentiment of the north. He more than in- 
timates that the whites of the south are re- 
sponsible for the riots and outrages that take 
place from time to time, and -in which 
negroes are mainly the victims. Such in- 
sinuations as this have lost their force, but 
they serve to show the animus with which 
the republican party is proceeding to settle 
this question. 

What remedy does Mr. Ingalls propose? 
All that we have been able to gather from 
the telegraphic summary of his speech is a 
threat—a threat of a race war and a threat 
of federal interference. Would either of 
these remedies settle the question on the 
lines of justice and harmony? The solution 
that the south is searching for is one that 
shall give the negroes the benefit of both 
justice and humanity; but we fear that this 
remedy will be postponed and deferred so 
long as the republican party, animated by 
partisanship and sectionalism, shall continue 
to stir up prejudice and strife between the 
races of the south. In contrast to the views 
of Mr. Ingalls, we give here the remarks re- 
cently made at a negro meeting in New 
York by Rev. W. B. Derrick, a colored man 
who has recently been traveling through the 
south: 

Remember it was only twenty-five years since 
the southern negro was enfranchised. In New 
York he has been free over seventy years, but it is 
idle to say that the prejudice here against him has 
died out. Let forty-five years more pass and you 
will see that, the colored man in the southern 
states has reached a position that will astonish the 
world, as his progress so far has already done. Of 
course, he is at present not ona plane of mental 
equality with the southern gentleman. It took 
one thousand years of freedom and civilization to 
make a good white man. Can you expect a good 
negro in one-fortieth of the time? 

We can all of us help the good work along down 
there, by calm, reasonable words and actions, 
Don't threaten the torch or the musket. It only 
begets more killing in Dixie. Let us appeal to the 
chivalry and manliness of the southerner to pro- 
tect the helpless negroes against the murderous 
toughs who have figured in all the outrages, and 
the result will be ultimate triumph, and a peaceful 
existence for every black man there. 

Already the resentment of the better classes 
against the brutalitics that have been committed 
is apparent on every hand. The leading southern 
papers demand the negro’s protection as a man 
and a citizen, and soon thi@re will be such a strong 
split in the ranks of the white people themselves, 
that the really desirable element will be the 
strongest guardians of their colored brother. 

So, you see, that everything is not so black in 
Egypt. There is still lots of killing down there, to 
be sure, but it is not nearly co bad as it was at one 
time, and mark my word it will soon die ont en- 
tirely, if officious meddilers do not interfere too 
much, The immediate solution of the raee prob- 
lem, as far as it can be solved except by years, lies 
alone with the southern colored yoter. The 
remedy for his existing troubles is at his very 
hand. Itis this: Tet him combine, where he is 
numerous enough, to put liberal white men im.

_ A bill has been introduced in the lower 
hose Gf the Virginia legislature to move 
thé capital to Lynchburg. 

The bill provides for the appointment of a 
joint committee to select a site in or near 
Lynchburg; to prepare specifications for a 
new state house, penitentiary, executive 
mansion and park, and appropriates $10,000 
to defray the expenses of the preliminary 
steps. The committee is to be authorized to 
sell the state buildings and lands in Rich- 
mond. In offering the bill Representative 
Peters claimed that its passage would profit 
the state over $1,000,000, and said that 
Lynchburg would foot the entire expense of 
building the new state house and moving the 
monuments and statuary. 

It is not likely that the bill will pass. 
Rithmond is a historic city. It became the 
capital of the state during the revolutionary 
war, and was also the capital of the southern 
confederacy. With its traditions and asso- 
ciations the city on the James is the best 
place for the state capital. While it is not 
n the center of the state, it is conveniently 
accessible. 

Such a change as the one proposed should 
not be made without the best of reasons, and 
we do not believe that the reasons exist.

INSURANCE COMPANIES.

What the Reports of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral Show. 

Comptroller-General Wright received by yes- 
terday morning’s mail the annual reports of 
five insurance companies, all of which show 
that during the past twelve months the insur- 
ance business in Georgia has not been a profit- 
able one. 

The Insurance company of North America 
did the most profitable business, its receipts 
being $37,127.07, and losses $17,717. 

The Guardian association of London was 
the heaviest loser. It tookin $16,179.89, and 
paid policy holders $20,153.97. 

The Commercial Union company of London, 
took in $32,464.54, and paid out $36,149.30. 
The Oriental Fire Insurance company of Hart- 
ford, took in $13,977.74, and lost $11,036.21, 
and the Fire association of Philadelphia took 
in $23,729.36, and lost $25,565.23. 

Comptroller Wright says that the losses of 
allthe fire insurance companies have been 
caused not so much by the number of fires as 
by the size of the conflagrations when they did 
occur. The Savannah fire and the Macon fire 
swept away millions of dollars, and the insur- 
ance companies are paying the money.”

Neither Judge Erwin nor Colonel Tram- 
well, the other two commissioners, are prac- 
tical railroad men, though they are both 
thoroughly pgsted on the working of the com- 
mission, and have made exceedingly efficient 
Oflicers. Major Wallace speaks of them both 
in terms of thie highest praise, saying that the 
interests of the people will be well cared for in 
their hands, Whoever might be appoititéd as 
the third man.

THIRTEEN MILLIONS OF DOLLARS 


WHICH ARE DUE THE FARMERS. 


The Several Bills Which Have Been Intro- 
duced Defeated—The Government 
Willing to Pay tite Money. - 

The mention of the cotton tax claim against 
the federal government by Colonel Sledge, in 
an interview, which was published in yester- 
day’s ConsTITUTION, brought up the entire 


| subject for discussion by the state officials at 


the capitol. 

The story of the cotton tax is an interesting 
one, and should the money which was illegally 
taken from the Georgia farmers ever be re- 
funded, between $12,000,000 and $13,000,000 
will be added to the wealth of the state. 

In 1866, after peace was declared and all the 
states were supposed to be on an equal footing, 
a tax of three cents a pound was imposed by 
the republican government on all cotton raised 
in America. Afterwards the tax was reduced 
to two cents a pound, but as cotton is only 
raised in the southern states it was clearly a 
discriminating tax, and in 1869 it was declared 
unconstitutional and was repealed. 

Several attempts have been made to get the 
money back, but no bill that both senate and 
congress could agree or. has-yet been formed. 

Last year a bill passed the senate remitting 
and refunding all the taxes which had been 
collected from the states to support the war. 
At the same time, a bill refunding to Georgia 
the $3,000 Trezavant claim, which grew out of 
moving the Indians from the state, became a 
law, and the comptroller of the currency ap- 
propriated the money as a set off to the tax in- 
curred by Georgia to support the war. 

There was no appeal from his decision possi- 
ble, and when the senate bill remitting and re- 
funding the taxes came up in congress, Mr. 
Oates, of Alabama, added au amendment in- 
cluding the payment of the cotton tax. The 
bill was defeated, and now the matter stands 
just where it did before. 

It is generally understood that the feeling of 
both houses is fayorable.to the payment of 
this money if any bill can be devised which 
will assure the government that the money 
will reach the hands of those to whom it 
rightfully belongs. 

The tax naturally was taken entirely from 
the farmers, and the chances are that not one 
farmer in one hundred would derive the 
slightest benefit from the money’s being re- 
funded. 

The plan after the war was for the farmers 
to sell their cotton to factors, who took the 
three cents per pound out of the price paid. 
Then when the cotton’ was to be moved, the 
factor paid the tax to the revenue collector of 
the district, and the cotton was registered in 
their name, the farmer never being heard of in 
the matter, though the money came from his 
pocket. 

The national government can tell toa cer- 
tainty the amount which every southern state 
paid, and a suggestion was made last year that 
a bill should be introduced returning to each 
state the amount they contributed; then the 
state should apportion the money to the claim- 
ants, andal] that remained over should go 
into the general educational fund. 

Though such a bill would surely become a 
law, the idea met with many opponents, as the 
farmers who raised the cotton could, by ware- 
house receipts, prove that they are entitled to 
the money, and the men whose names now 
appear on the revenue collectors’ books will|be 
left out in the cold. 

‘Some action will be taken in the matter by 
the present congress,’’ said a state official. 
‘*But it is extremely doubtful if the men who 
really paid the money ever get it back.”

The Augusta and West Florida. 

THE CONSTITUTION gave several days ago an ac- 
count of the first actual work done, near Augusta, 
on the Augusta and West Florida, with asummary 
of the character and conditions of the work. From 
Augusta, the road goes tifty miles to Midville, on 
the Central, connecting with the Swainsboro road. 
This road is already owned by Mr. Jesse Thomp- 
fon, of Augusta, president of the construction 
company, and will become a link in the route. 
From Swainsboro to Dublin, McRae, on the East 
Tennessce, Virginia and Georgia, through Irwins- 
ville, Tifton, on the Brunswick and Western, and 
then Thomasville—230 miles in all. 

From Augusta to Midville the work will cost 
about $300,000, or $6,000 average per mile. 

Leaving Augusta the roadtouches at Belleville 
factory and at Bath, a suburb of Augusta, then to 
Blythe, and on through Burke and Jefferson 
counties to Midville. 

There is to be no stop between Augusta and 
Midville, and it is believed that the road can 
®asily be bonded for the remaining 180 miles to

liis name is H. J. Mims, and he has been in 
the service of the company for some time, but 
never took charge of a freight engine on a reg- 
ular run until about a year ago. 

A few nights since he was running on the 
second section of a heavy freight train, 
southward bound. He received orders to 
stop at Lula and wait until the regular 
passenger train leaving Atlanta at 6 o’clock 
should passhim.

The first section was just 
ahead of him, and when he arrived at Lula he 
looked ahead and saw thatthe other section 
had kept going. 

(riancing over onthe side track he saw a 
passenger train standing there, and he jumped 
to the conclusion that the train was the pas- 
senger train from Atlanta, and that the track 
was clear towards Gainesville.

COURTHOUSE. 


A Free Fight Between Atiorneys—Warren 
Akin and Ab Baker Open the Ball—Char- 
lie Jones at the Finish. 


There was a wild seene in the Cartersville 
courthouse a few days ago. There was a free 
fight between attorneys and others, and for a 
few minutes it looked like a regular old-fash- 
ioned ring fight, 

Mr. Warren Akin’s merciless sarcasm was 
the last feather on the camel's back, and with 
his allusion to Mr. Baker, in connection with 
dynamite, the trouble began.

“Suddenly and without warning the whole 
court was in the midst of 4 great excitement. 
Lawyers hurled harsh epithets af each other. 
A pitched battle ensued. The courtroom was 
one scene of wild disoraer and confusion. 

“The court was engaged inthe hearing of 
the case of Kittie P. Larrey vs. J. A. Baker. 
k. J. MeCamy, Esq., of the Dalton ‘bar, was 
presiding as judge pro hac vice. 
The evidence had ail been given , in. 
On both sides the case was most hotly von 
tested, every inch of the ground being warmly 
disputed. Mr. Warren Akin, commsel for the 
plaintiff, was making the closing argument 
and had gotten well under way in his “speech 
when he said: ‘““While Mr. Larrey was on the 
battlefields, of Virginia, fighting gallantly for 
his country, Ab Baker was up “here at Pine 
Log eating sassafras root, and the nearest he 
ever came to sinelling powder was the smell- 
ing of dynamite.’ 

“Tustantly Mr. Baker jumped to his feet 
and said, addressing the court: ‘‘Your honor, 
when Mr. Akin insinuates anything about dy- 
painite he lies!”’

Itwas 
perhaps the wildest ag of disorder ever wit- 
nessed in our courtroom. Jurors crawled out 
of the jury box and apektatira! rushed in be- 
tween the combatants. They were finally 
separated and quieted, and Mr. Akin resumed 
his argument to the jury in a quiet and dispas- 
sionate way. 

‘Each one engaged in the disturbance was 
fined 850 by Judge McCamy. In making 
these fines Mr. McCamy delivered a strong 
address against the repetition of such a scene. 
He blamed himself to seme extent for the 
latitude he allowed the attorney for not con- 
fining them to the issues of the law in the case
